CHIEF FISCAL PROBLEM 
IS UNPRODUCTIVE DEBT 


Regular Rotary Meeting 


SALVADOK CITY RAZED 

BY EARTHQUAKE 


The chief fiscal problem of 
Alberta arises ret from deb 
but from unproductive debt 
This fact is made clem in thv 
con 11 >reh ens i ve E11 i ott-Walkc 
survey, which takes into nc 
count all 1 basts of lhe prefer 
finanial situation of the prov 
ince and prolvides a histo ica 
background of the details tha 
have contributed to weaken th 
province’s fiscal structure. 

“For thirty years,” the repor 
says, “debt creation has I t • 
an integral part of the Albert: 
economy as it has been of Hi 
whole Canadian economy. I 
those years it has brough 
many assets which otherwise 
might not have come in some 
cases and perhaps should no 
have come. It has brought big' 
ways, bridges, public building: 
and a variety of public work: 
and utilities, and a pai l of the 
population lias gaianed its live 
lihood by the work which wa 
lin-im J out of the proceed: 
tf borrowed funds. 

“Up to 1929 a large part o' 
ibis debt creation was bringing 
1 mgible assets designed for the 
w elf a He or convenience of Alb¬ 
erta citizens. Thereafter, as dep 
jession descencVd upon the par 
pie the debt creation in consid 
erab’e part brought only intar.f 
ible assets because, instead o' 
leaving public works on tli 
balance rivets, it left only un 
(mploymcii relie ' advances rr 
direct relief ‘expenditur:s —i' 
tangible rssets rcpresndd 1) 
Hie nubsietcntid that the bn to* 
in^s afforded to those without 
personal resources.” 


With the death toll unknown 
but know'n to be over 400 , and 
property damage of millions of 
dollars, the city of San Vincente 
was practically razed over the 
week-end. Watches stopped at 
ten minutes to ten when the 
first sever earthquake shock 
was frit, and in tlie cit v above 
mentioned, only one building 
vns left standing. Communicat- 
011 lines were disrupted, and 
he only facts of the devastation 
lore brought out by refugees 
Teeing from the destruction.

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WEEKLY LETTER 

, FIELD HUSBANDRY 

The Held husbandry work at 
this Station is concerned with 
experimentation in the handling 
and management of crops. It in¬ 
cludes such phases ns cultural 
practices, crop rotations, fertil¬ 
ization, soil and soil moisture 
studies, times, rattan and met¬ 
hods of seeding, weed control 
irrigation, harvesting and any 
other factors dealing with the 
actual management of crops. 

The Station is located immed¬ 
iately east of the city of Leth¬ 
bridge and has received an r»/- 
erage annual precipitation of 
15.7 inches foi 3-1 years vary¬ 
ing from 27.9 inches in 1902 to 
to 7.6 inches in 1918. Being in 
the centre of the “Chinook Belt” 
the evaporation is high. The 11 
yuan;’ average evaoration from 
a free water surface of a land 
tank for 6 months of the grow¬ 
ing season lias been 27.1 inches. 

As both dr v fanning and ir¬ 
rigation are practised in south¬ 
ern Albe.rVa, the Stationi was 
placed where both irrigated and 
dry land could be secured and 
both ol these types of farming 
are under investigation- Crop 
rotations were established in 
1912 and some additional ones 
later, so that now there are as 
much as 25 years data on the 
reaction of those rotations. On 
dry land it has been exceedingly 
dicicult to secure profitable 
prodution from my crops but 
wh/aat, and summer-fallowing 
has been found to be definitely 
essentirl for the conservation of 
moisture and control of weeds. 

Attention has been given to 
the problem oi soil drifting on 
summer-fallows both on the St¬ 
ation and by studying practice s 
on farms of the surounding 
teritory. The definite progress 
made in controlling soil drift¬ 
ing in southern Alberta is com¬ 
mon knowledge The handling 
of ploughle*5s fallows has receiv¬ 
ed attention for over 1» years 
and the necessity of preserving 
good trash covers to protect this 


type of fallow from the ravages 
of soil drifting was recognized 
man v years ago. Farmers l ave 
continually been advised that 
good trash covers must be main¬ 
tained if drifting is to be con- 
trolled on ploughless fa 1 owed 
lands. 

The development of strip 
[arming lias received careful at¬ 
tention and its merits have been 
extolled not only in southern 
Alberta, but throughout tlie 
entire prairie area. 

On irrigated lands rotations 
with legume crops have been of 
decided value in maintaining 
fertility and controlling weeds. 
The introduction of the sugar 
hact ciop has helped materially 
in overcoming the weed situat¬ 
ion on irrigated lands. Cultural 
and fertilizer practices for beet 
production have been extensiv¬ 
ely investigate! and it seems 
safe to say that the use of phos 
phatic fertilizer and manure 
can I o recommended for almost 
cver v beet field. The ploughing 
under of green manure such as 
swrtet clover has also gitven good 
results- Phosphate ' fertilizers 
have also bsen of definite value 
in iiestoring depleted alfalfa 
fields and have usually increas¬ 
ed the yields of irrigated grain 
crops as well. 

Irrigation experiments hava 
shown the value of providing 
sufficient moisture to keep the 
crop growing without any ret¬ 
ardation because of lack of 
water. The results of these ex¬ 
perimentations at the Station 
have caused the development of 
the general advice that the beet 
irrigation practice is to irrigate 
before the crops need water. 

Other phases affecting crop 
production are receiving attent¬ 
ion and continually new prob¬ 
lems arise as additional practic¬ 
es develop and new crons are 
introduced At'present the me¬ 
mbers of the Station staff are 
engage d in 'experimentation 
not only at the Station but on 
various experimental areas and 
Sub-Stations throughout the 
district seil/ed by the Station.

Blood pressure is the force 
that thje heart exerts in order 
to pump the blood through the 
circulatory system. The heart 
is a . ' »v. muscular organ 
which acts as a pump to keep 
the blood in circulatin' The 
blood leaves the heart hi two 
streams. One stream carries the 
blood to the lungs where it is 
purified; tih» other stream goes 
to all parts of the body, carry¬ 
ing food to the tissues. 

The arteries are hollow tubes 
which carr v the blood. Normal 
arteries are soft and elastic. T lu 
impulse the heart beat is 
carried along through the art¬ 
eries and can be felt at th- 
wiist, where it ic called the 
pulse. 

In the normal, healthy body, 
the blood pressure is normal. 
(ertain abnormal conditions, 
particularly those affecting the 
heart, arteries and kidneys 
cause an alteration in the blood 
on ssure and it becomes abnor¬ 
mal. 

An abnormal blood pressure 
is a disease but is a sym¬ 
ptom of some abnormal condit¬ 
ion. It is a warning sign and 
theviphysiciaji seeks for and 
treats the cause.
